If they are too 
blind to see the need to aid Turkey to act 
as a buffer between them ( in Asia and Near 
East) and the Axis, then it is their loss. 
However, we will still hope they will see 
the truth before it's too late.

Rumors fly afield that they were Soviet 
erewed as well. The wreckage of the lone 
casualty, however, was too devastated to 
corroborate .
